Background One of the great American architect/designers of the 
20th century, Platner worked alongside fellow modernist Eero Saarinen 
before setting up his own studio in the mid Sixties. During that time, 
he refined his designs for a series of sculptural tables and chairs made 
from steel rods, resembling - according to the catalogue of manufacturer 
Knoll International - ‘a shiny sheaf of wheat’. 

‘I felt there was room for the kind of decorative, gentle, graceful 
design that appeared in a period style, much like Louis XV,’ Platner 
explained, but the production process was far from easy. The sculptural 
base is made of hundreds of rods, and for some chairs, requires more 
than 1,000 welds. Nevertheless, the chair proved to be an instant hit 
and has been prized by modern furniture lovers ever since. And why 
does it deserve its classic status? Platner said that, ‘Every time you 
look at it... you see no way of improving it.’ We say amen to that...

‘It’s my way of bringing more of the outside in,’ she says, pointing to the 
layer upon layer of flowers - real, printed, painted and embroidered 
- that decorate each room. 

‘After 15 years here, this is the first time it feels properly grown up,’ adds 
Nikki with a laugh. ‘With a nice marble bathroom, curtains and carpet, it 
finally feels finished.’ Previously, the lower-ground floor was a self-contained 
flat (rented out to a friend) and the kitchen was in one half of the ground 
floor’s reception room. This was until two years ago, when she could 
finally afford to renovate the house from top to toe. 

Unsurprisingly, given Nikki’s day job creating breathtaking ‘bouquets 
and show-stopping party pieces for clients such as Valentino, Kate Spade, 
Bettyjackson and Liberty’, floral motifs fill every space and cover most 
surfaces - from wallpaper to sofas, embroidered cushions to paintings. 
‘Even in the way I dress. I’ve always liked wearing print on print,’ she says. 
Working with a different colour and pattern palette, ‘each floor has a 
different feel. The basement is vibrant and bright, where anything and 
everything can work,’ says Nikki. ‘The ground floor is where I go to cosy up 
and watch Game of Thrones or fling open the doors and work at the table, 
answering emails in the morning before going to work. As long as there’s 
a moment of rest in every space, if just for the calm backdrop of a grey 
wall, then I believe there are no rules for right and wrong. Anything goes.’ 

In the mix, there are tactile textures with Chanel-esque boucle tweeds, 
rag rugs, rough linens, crochet curtains and, of course, real flowers 
arranged in dozens of the vases Nikki has collected since she started in 
the business more than 20 years ago. Scented sweetpeas, blowsy peonies, 
big-headed hydrangeas and pretty roses lend the perfect feminine touch. 

‘I like the idea that you can make things feel more 3-D by playing with 
layers of texture - if everything was flat, it would be very dull,’ she enthuses. 

Her home maybe elegant and grown-up, but with five rescue dogs 
given free reign throughout the house, it’s far from precious. ‘It feels cosier 
with them around,’ says Nikki. The sofas, she jokes, ‘are the most expensive 
dog beds I could have ever bought. Sometimes Lenny [the Spanish mastiff] 
takes up so much room, I end up sitting on the floor,’ she says with a sigh. 

Nikki never shies away from change or reinvention - the Terence 
Woodgate sofa on the first floor, she explains, is in its third reincarnation. 

‘I love it so much. I’d never swap it for something else, so fresh upholstery 
not only gives it a new lease of life, but it changes the feel of everything else 
too,’ says Nikki. Vintage chairs found at Sunbury Antiques Market, one of 
her favourite places to scour for furniture, paintings and vases, are given 
a lick of vivid yellow paint to match the shelving in the open-plan dining 
area; her Edro bed has been re-covered in a bold floral to rescue it from 
many - albeit happy -years of being a plain, simple grey. 

Lighting is important for lending to the gentle, elegant mood of the 
house despite its riot of colour and pattern; however, the three oversized 
pendants hanging over the kitchen island are the only ceiling lights in the 
house Nikki often uses (she confesses the Nika Zupanc cherry lights on the 
ground floor are really for show). ‘I prefer the mood you get from standard 
lamps on tables and floors - 1 like the romantic notion of coming home and 
switching all the lamps on - and it’s so much more forgiving,’ she says. 

Lots of her favourite finds have stood the test of time too. ‘There’s 
something satisfying about paying very little for something at an antiques 
market. I buy things I like, it’s not about buying things to show off, so 
everything has travelled with me as the house has evolved.’ And each piece 
has found its place in a scheme where Nikki readily admits nothing really 
matches: ‘I like it when someone walks in and they find it so surprising. 

It’s what makes my home feel personal and unique.’

for Barbara Rusted Werner. In the house she shares with her 
husband Martin and their four children, art was the starting 
point and it’s art that dominates this extraordinarily light and 
airy space. And then, of course, there are the vivid colours - 
turquoise, green and purple walls, a pink kitchen and a blue 
basin. The house is in a small fishing village on the north Zealand 
coast of Denmark and the living room overlooks the 0resund 
Strait, so the interior colours are often saturated with clear 
northern light from the enormous windows. 

When the family first moved in just over a year ago, Barbara 
already knew the bones of the house were perfect and they 
wouldn’t need to make any radical changes to the structure. 
Instead, the couple installed a new kitchen and bathrooms and 
wood floors were stained black throughout. They selected 
wall colours using Farrow & Ball’s ‘fantastic’ colour map, says 
Barbara. ‘So no matter what colour you choose for one wall, 
it’s tonally connected with another. It’s really fun and easy 
to experiment.’ She feels the depth of colours in the paint 
and the matt surfaces work well in the house - the light seems 
to almost drink in the blues, pinks and greens. 

‘No one could say we’re frightened of colour here,’ Barbara 
continues. The colour palette is firstly their personal choice. 

‘But it also reflects the fact that we both work in visual industries 
where we deal with images and composition,’ she points out. 

When it comes to interiors, many homes mix period and 
modern, but few pull it off with Barbara’s panache. But there’s 
a method behind her design choices. ‘We love objects with a 
history and provenance,’ she says. ‘So our home has become a 
kind of hodgepodge of all different types and styles of furniture, 
objects and art, which is our biggest passion.’ 

Inspiration for the mix is found in travel, friends and 
acquaintances. The pair also look to magazines and fashion - not 
so unusual since Barbara owns Holly Golightly (named after the 
heroine of Breakfast at Tiffany’^, a luxe clothes boutique in 
central Copenhagen, which stocks the likes of Acne Studios 
and Balenciaga, as well as her own label’s designs. But they’re also 
inspired by local galleries such as The Apartment, which stocks 
20th-century design housed in an 18th-century apartment. 

Furniture that the couple collects comes from all over the 
world- vintage galleries or furniture dealers in Paris, South 
America or Italy; they look for objects that can be upcycled 
or used in a new context around the house. Some pieces are 
heirlooms, but there are modern classics too, such as Marcel 
Wanders’ Knotted chair. ‘The fact that the furniture we have 
could be functional in 50 or a 100 years appeals to us both,’ says 
Barbara. ‘Period furniture has a historical value - a modern piece 
often doesn’t have the same life and history. But if it’s well made 
and designed, it will retain that forever. Just like art.’ 

To add to their already impressive collection of artwork, 
Barbara and Martin trawl fairs and galleries in Denmark and 
abroad. ‘We follow what immediately seems interesting to us 
or that moves us at first sight,’ says Barbara. 

So are they happy with how their new home has turned out? 
‘Overall, we think the house is really good now,’ Barbara says 
with a smile. ‘It says something about what we value. We’ve tried 
to create something that works visually, but also - we hope - 
gives the impression of feeling cosy, adventurous, warm and 
welcoming. That was the aim.’

enthuses Mike Zandman of his Manhattan apartment. 

‘I love having people over - it’s designed for everyone 
to enjoy themselves.’ 

So, what gives a home the credentials for having a 
good shindig? As well as the obvious - a vast living space 
with soaringly high ceilings - it all comes down to the 
materials, according to Mike. ‘Everything is rugged 
and rough,’ he explains. ‘The flooring is reclaimed 
herringbone parquet, so if someone scrapes their shoe 
across it, it won’t show.’ The same goes for the dining 
table, which doubles as a bar when he has a party. 

For years, Mike made throwing a bash his livelihood 
when he worked as a club promoter; a lateral move 
into sports and entertainment promotion gave him 
a less nocturnal existence, although he now jets 
around the world. 

Understandably, when Mike bought the loft in 
2013, he knew he wasn’t going to be able to renovate 
it alone. ‘At first, I didn’t hire a designer. I persuaded a 
friend’s wife to help - and she was planning to cover up 
the brick walls,’ he recalls. ‘Then I went to a party in a 
place with exposed brickwork and I knew I’d made 
the wrong decision.’ 

Mike called his contractor to halt the build, who 
urged him to get in touch with interior designer Jenny 
Wolf. ‘She absolutely nailed my style,’ he explains. 

The look, which Jenny coins as “modern industrial”, 
celebrates the building’s history - think exposed steel 
supports, bookshelves fashioned from reclaimed wood 
and steel and, of course, those handsome bare walls. 
And by swapping the small windows at the back of the 
apartment for large steel-framed numbers, Jenny was 
able to reconfigure the space, relocating the kitchen and 
living area to the rear, which is now flooded with light. 

Juxtaposed with the more masculine aspects are 
softer, tactile touches: velvet, wool and mohair in a muted 
palette. The only pale piece of furniture is a ponyskin 
bench. ‘By some good fortune, no one has spilled a drink 
on it yet,’ says Mike, laughing. The bedroom is papered 
in sea grass. 

But what excites Mike the most is the gadgetry. ‘I 
have a 75-inch TV and a drop-down 135-inch projector 
screen for movies,’ he says. ‘When the plane touches 
down at JFK, I can turn on the heating and lights by 
using my phone.’ There’s not one, but two TVs in his 
bathroom - one in the toilet cubicle and the other, 
opposite his steam shower: ‘You never want to miss a 
game,’ he quips, adding that he has hardly dipped a toe 
in the bath. ‘I see it as a piece of art.’ 

Even more unbelieveble is his confession that despite 
owning a gorgeous kitchen packed with the finest 
appliances, Mike cannot cook. ‘But I’m great at inviting 
people over who can,’ he insists. You can take the man 
out of the nightclub. . .

‘Some call it Grandmas attic. . . 


I call it eclectic,’ says the ball of energy that is Liberty’s MD Ed Burstell 
of his mismatched yet vibrant style. He’s speaking as he does a quick 
whip round his tiny but well conceived two-up, two-down mews house 
in the heart of London’s West End. There’s a heavy hand of ‘kooky’, 

Ed admits, alongside quite a lot of ‘wacky’ as he points out the folding 
chairs hung on a bedroom wall, a ‘crazy plate wall’ in the hall, and just 
one third of a beautiful Japanese screen on show ‘because there’ll 
never be a wall big enough to show all six panels,’ he explains with a 
smile. ‘My main design mantra is Hi-Lo - a mix of nice things and junk! ’ 

It’s been seven years since Ed made the leap from being a big cheese 
at New York’s Bergdorf Goodman to rescuing one of our most beloved 
retail institutions. ‘Except for a brief stint on Portobello, I’ve lived in 
Marylebone since I first moved here,’ he says. With its ten-minute-walk- 
to-work proximity and the great High Street nearby, ‘for a service-loving, 
lazy American, it’s the closest thing I’ll get to New York ease,’ says Ed. 

Stepping through the orange front door - ‘I had a Erida Kahlo 
moment’ - into the living area, the view that greets you, brimming with 
paintings, antiques and exotic finds from his many travels, is what Ed 
describes as ‘choppy’. ‘I like the eye to see a lot all at once. When guests 
visit, it either elicits a gasp of “oooh” or an enthusiastic “whoah”,’ he 
says, ‘but I like that it’s full on. I want things to have a little zip.’ 

It seems much of Ed’s sense of interior style runs parallel to the 
accidental way he’s lived his life. He has just published a memoir. 

At Liberty: From Rehab to the Front Row, and his Instagram feed is an 
endless whirlwind of work trips to New York, Paris, Milan and Rome. 

So where he lives has to feel ‘like a home and not a hotel room,’ Ed says 


of the mix of Eorties Russian paintings, antique mirrors, Rory Dobner 
illustrations and whatever else he’s ‘dragged home from Kempton, 
Alfies or the Golborne Road and hung up.’ 

Eriends like Bruce Lepere, the Oriental rug buyer at Liberty, and 
antiques dealer Drew Pritchard pick things up for him on their travels, 
and his driftwood bowls are by craftsman Tom Hopkins- Gibson, who 
Ed discovered at one of his Open Calls for new designers at Liberty.

‘I just love how they do arrangements and I go for anything bright. It 
pops a room like boom!’ Ed enthuses, ‘boom’ being one of his favourite 
expressions, summing him, and his style, up perfectly. 

Yet with such a restless spirit, always curious for the latest thing, 
might his eye be on pastures new? ‘If I could live 
anywhere, it would be half London and half New 
York,’ says Ed. ‘New York is where I’m from and 
London is now my home. The best of both worlds.’

‘Simplicity and clean lines 


were the key drivers for us/ says Felix Milns, talking about the revamp of 
the house he shares with wife Caroline and daughters Maisie and Imogen. 
The couple run design and build company Zulufish from their west 
London home. ‘Felix is able to visualise a sight line and instantly knows 
how to open up a room to let the light in/ says Caroline. So, he takes care 
of the spatial details, while Caroline, whose forte is finishes, materials 
and sourcing, ‘is all about the design and decorating’. They’re the perfect 
creative duo. 

They bought their home mainly for practical reasons. Near a good 
school for the kids? Tick. Plenty of space to run the business? Definitely 
The Victorian fagade they fell in love with was an added bonus, which 
is just as well, as it’s about all they kept. ‘We hadn’t realised it was such 
a wreck,’ says Felix. ‘We thought we might have to replace the roof tiles, 
but ended up slicing off the top of the house to put in a ring of steel and 
concrete to support a new roof.’ Even the floors had to be removed 
so they could dig down to the old coal cellar to create a basement office. 

‘Renovate and innovate’ is the pair’s mantra and, as well as being 
big on letting in light, their design ethos is to give traditional shells an 
individual and unexpected twist. ‘We’re not into the “outrageous”, but 
we do like to push ideas to the max, so each project has a personality 
all of its own,’ says Caroline. 

In the couple’s home, the sense of flow between the living room and 
the less formal space at the back was achieved by pushing the staircase 
into the middle of the house, freeing up the hallway and inserting a panel 


of glass between the two spaces. ‘The hall feels luxurious and indulgent, 
while the living room is now lighter and better connected to the rest of the 
house,’ explains Felix. 

Caroline wanted to create a home that was ‘stylish yet easy, based 
around textures and colour’. It may sound laid-back and simple, but due 
to her skilled eye, it’s always surprising. Embossed, porcelain floor tiles, 
shimmery mosaics and a disco ball dance around the kitchen. An 
unexpected polished plaster wall graces the living room, along with silky 
textures and wow lighting. ‘A place feels more homely when there are 
plenty of tactile pieces around,’ says Caroline. The vintage sofa in the 
family area was re-upholstered in touch-me Chanel boucle fabric. ‘It’s 
hard-wearing, takes the knocks and adds a fun element to the space,’ 
she adds. 

The house has a seamless fluidity, thanks to innovative ideas such as 
a suspended ceiling in the master bedroom, which hides the top of the 
curtains, and a feature wall that opens to reveal a run of wardrobes. 

A colour palette of warm greys makes for a timeless backdrop, while bright 
accessories and nifty ideas mean it’s never dull. ‘I like things to look elegant 
and have longevity; not too new and polished,’ says Caroline. 

The vintage American post office box in the hallway is her favourite 
piece. ‘It was rusty and I cleaned it up just enough so it retained its 
authenticity, then designed the wood stand for it to sit in. It was 
a labour of love,’ she says. ‘Well, the whole house was really’ adds Felix.

A LIFE IN DESIGN

Tlie self-taught interior designer reveals how hard work and determination 
can take you to the very top - and how to enjoy the view once you get there!

Interview - 


inte cutting her teeth with the uber-cool Yoo 
operty empire, Tara Bernerd has forged a 
feputation for designing rock-chic interiors, 
whether for hotels, private homes or super-yachts. 
New projects to watch out for include the Herzog & 
de Meuron-designed Wood Wharf in Canary Wharf 
and One Blackfriars on Bankside, both in London. 

How did you get into interior design? 

It was always in me - I left school at 16, but I was 
lucky enough to build up an unconventional design 
CV through work experience, similar to modern-day 
apprenticeships. A pivotal point was when I was 20 
and designed my own loft, which was without doubt 
the catalyst for what I’m doing today. Everything I do 
has always been guided by my mother’s philosophy 
that ‘input equals output’ - hard work, constant 


self-critique, thinking outside the box and then 
hopefully designing with a sprinkle of good taste! 

What 's your signature iook? 

Often dubbed ‘industrial glamour’, my style is seen as 
bold, but I focus first on the spaces themselves, then 
the aesthetics. I’ve always had an instinctive feel for 
marrying big, open spaces with smaller cocooning 
areas. People say my love of materials, such as wood, 
marble and lush fabrics, feels slightly masculine, but 
I try to be eclectic too, adding a sense of individuality 
to each room with furniture, art and accessories. 

Any tips for using more unusuai finishes at home? 
I’m not keen on design driven by trends - the things 
that stand the test of time are those you most relate 
to. Be honest about what you love, because it’s always 
important to be charmed and seduced by where you 
live. I personally love wide wood floorboards, travertine 
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for bathrooms and having cabinetry fitted to my own 
specifications - it’s not as expensive as you might think. 
What's the best way of using art for interiors? 

In recent years, I’ve toned down what was quite a 
wild, bold colour palette and I now use art to provide 
hits of colour against a backdrop of textured neutrals. 

I like working with friends, such as the artist Harland 
Miller and gallerists like White Cube’s Jay Jopling and 
Tim Jefferies at Hamiltons. I can’t imagine having 
bare walls - for me, art and design are intertwined. 
What are your go-to brands? 

I like to mix brands, modern and vintage, high 
end and high street. Staples include Minotti, Poliform, 
Molteni&C and Antonio Citterio’s furniture ranges. 
Holly Hunt in the US and Autoban in Turkey. Lighting 
from Isometrix. Fabrics from Lelievreand Designers 
Guild. I combine these with pieces from Retrouvius, 
lstdibs.com and Phillips (when I can afford it). I love 
mid-century furniture and Fifties Murano glass. And 
I always have fresh flowers. 

What's the key to getting it right? 

Avoiding formulas and being true to the space, the 
location and you. I prefer informal luxury to chintzy 
glamour - it’s about being strikingly original yet 
ultimately timeless. I like a little edge to my aesthetic, 
which comes from using sophisticated finishes - give 
me grey felt, petrol-blue velvet, baby-soft leather and 
smoked glass, mixed with concrete and wood in an 
open, loft-like space and I know I’m on the right track. 
Is your home like any of the hotels you've designed? 
I’m not very good at differentiating between work and 
pleasure - I design everything as if it’s for me, so my 
home is completely married to my work. In a hotel, I 
design a restaurant as I would my kitchen, reception 
areas like they’re my hallways, bedrooms as 
somewhere to retreat; all have a home-from-home 
feel. Hotels have taught me the importance of using 
hard-wearing, hard-working materials that meet a 
strict budget and achieve a balance of comfort and 
glamour. Investing in good-quality elements, such 
as wood flooring, stone or marble for bathrooms and 
kitchens, and great lighting is vital for creating 
a comforting but aspirational ambience. 

You seem to have Stateside glam down to a T! 

After launching Thompson Chicago in 2013, we 
completed our latest New York project, SIXTY Soho, 
with hotelier Jason Pomeranc -The Gordon Bar 
has been a big hit. Its private club feel of petrol- 
blue velvet, wood panelling and tinted mirrors, teamed 
with geometric tiled floors, Crittall-style windows and 
concrete-clad walls work really well with a mix of 
mid-century furniture and sophisticated lighting. 

What inspires your textured designs? 

I’ve always admired the industrial look of original lofts, 
like French architect Pierre Chareau’s La Maison de 
Verre in Paris, or the edgy approach of architects such 
as Tadao Ando. They’ve inspired me to use materials 
that feel slightly raw - in my own apartment, the 
concrete panelling in the hall was inspired by Chareau, 
but then I like to soften this with layers of traditional 
textiles and fabrics to create a seductive atmosphere. 
And what's coming up next? 

We’ve just started working with the Starwood group 
on the redesign of Hotel Russell in Bloomsbury and 
across the Atlantic, we’re in the middle of designing 
the Four Seasons Hotel and Resort in Fort Lauderdale. 
Increasingly, hotels are becoming our key focus, but 
I quite fancy doing another yacht and I’m very excited 
to be working on my own design book.

Serves 10-12 

• 300g cream-filled 
chocolate biscuits 

• lOOg unsalted butter, melted 

• 400g dark chocolate, 
finely chopped 

• 125ml single cream 

• 4 eggs, separated 

• 40g brown sugar 

• 375ml double cream, whipped 
FOR THE CHOCOLATE GLAZE 

• 125ml single cream 

• 2 tablespoons liquid glucose 

• lOOg dark (70% cocoa) 
chocolate, finely chopped 

• 1 teaspoon vegetable oil 


• Lightly grease a 20cm-round, deep-sided 
springform cake tin, line the base and sides 
with non-stick baking paper and set aside. 

• Place the biscuits in a food processor and 
blend until the mixture resembles fine 
breadcrumbs. Add the butter and process 
until combined. Using the back of a spoon, 
press the mixture into the base of the 
prepared tin and refrigerate until ready to use. 

• Place the chocolate and single cream in a 
heatproof bowl over a saucepan of simmering 
water, stirring occasionally, until the 
chocolate has melted and is smooth. Remove 
the bowl from the heat and allow to cool 
slightly. Add the egg yolks and stir until well 
combined. Place the egg whites in a separate 
bowl and, using a hand-held electric mixer, 
whisk until soft peaks form. Gradually add 


the sugar to the egg whites, whisking until 
thick and glossy.

Spoon the mousse 
over the biscuit base and smooth the top.

• To make the chocolate glaze, place the 
cream and glucose in a small saucepan over 
a medium heat and bring to the boil. Remove 
from the heat, add the chocolate and allow to 
stand for 5 minutes, or until the chocolate has 
melted. Add the oil and whisk until smooth. 
Allow to cool slightly. 

• Pour the glaze over the cake, gently tilting 
and tapping until it has an even finish.
